remedy these conditions. 
Lower Cost 
There are only too alternatives— 
lower the cost of production or get 
into the merchandising field 
and 
gather in the profits of selling. The 
wise farm er is the one who does 
both. The form er is dependent on 
the farmer's own business acuincT. 
and efforts, while the latter depends 
on his wisdom in 
establishing 
a 
marketing machine and hiring ex­ 
perts to represent him in the m er­ 
cantile field, in which he, for the 
most part, is unfamiliar. 
It is in the marketing end of wheat 
farming, where the profits, at the 
present time, are harvested. Accord­ 
ing to the report of the joint com­ 
mission of agricultural inquiry of 
Congress, the average profit of the 
country eclvators during the years 
1920-21 was 16.21 cents per bushel. 
The terminal elevators, coinmission- 
men, and grain speculators reap ad­ 
ditional profits th at aggregate m il­ 
lions, all of which must be charged 
against the 
wheat. 
Undoubtedly 
these profits, in many cases, are 
excessive, but it is recognized th at 
all lines of busintps, which performs 
a needed service are entitled to a 
fair profit. 
Can these profits be reduced? 
Can the grower ehter this field 
of marketing and reap the profits 
on the sale of his own product? 
Can some of the 
machinery of 
marketing be simplified so as to 
shorten the distance between 
the 
producer and consumer, 
in 
order 
that the price paid to the grower will 
not effect the price of the finished 
product?

W heat grow ers of the country have 
followed the lead of the C alifornia 
fru it grow ers, th e Southern cotton 
grow ers, the tobacco grow ers, who 
have b rought prosperity to them ­ 
selves through cooperative m arket­ 
ing associations. W heat Growers as­ 
sociations have been form ed in ten 
states of th is country fo r the p u r­ 
pose of m arketing th eir grain in an 
orderly, businesslike m anner, doing 
away w ith speculative buying 
and 
lolling, and g ettin g the profits of 
the salé 6f th e ir p ro d u cts,-as well 
as increasing th e ir bargaining pow­ 
e r by controlled and centralized sale.

1020-21 was 16.21 cents per bushel. 
The terminal elevators, commission- 
men, and grain speculators reap ad- 
ditional profits that aggregate mil- 
lions, all-of which must be charged 
against the 
wheat. 
Undoubtedly 


those profits, in many cases, are 
excessive, but it is recognized that 
all lines of busings, which- performs 
a needed service are entitled to a 
fair profit.

Cooperative Marketing 


In the first place cooperative mar- 


keting 
means, essentially . orderly 


niarkefing. With wheat, the custom 
'of dumping from 60 to 90 percent 
of the product of a year'* efforts 
onto the market in 60 or,90 days 
has proved particularly-' disastrous 
to- the growers. The market has been 
: glutted at threshing time, and is 
a result the .buyers held the whip 
hand, and bought at their own price. 
This practice, with orderly market' 
ing is done ayay with. The grower 
receives an advance on his grain at 
time of'delivery to pay''pressing ob- 
ligations, and the grtin is sold over 


months.. This also enables the grow- 
er to. take advantage of the gen- 
erally rising prices from fall until 
spring.. According to figures com- 
piled by the U. S. Department of 
agriculture, and published in the De- 
cember 23 issue of the "Crop Esti- 
mates and Report^," 
during 
the 


years from 1908 to 1922 there has 
been an average ^increase of prices 
from the fall until spring of .33-1-3. 
In only one season during that time 
has there been a decrease and that 
was during the • unusual . deflation 
period in 1921.- 
r 


. Pays Handling Charge 


According to government 
figures 


the average margin of profit of ele- 
vators operating in North and South 
Dakota during. the Wheat Growers 
hope to reduce and take 'unto them- 
selves. The Wheat Growers associa- 
tion in North Dakota pays the ele- 
vator an .average handling charge of 
3 cents per bushel, ranging from 2 
to 3H cents depending on the ^olnme 
of business. Theoretically, there is a 
saving of over 10 cents, per bushel, 
and how much it will be practically, 
depends on the ability of the sales 
agency of the association to prafi^- 
ably market the grain. Farmers' Co- 
operative elevators, which are large- 
Is owned' by members of the associ- 
atiojt are glad to be relieved of the 
hazards of merehandlsir.tf grain, and 
are content to do a strictly 
ware- 


housing business for they realize 
their handicaps in competing with 
the «W line companies. „ 


For instance, a manager of- a Far- 


mers' elevator ships a 
carload of 


wheat to. the terminal. It must be 
sold on the day of arrival or go into 
demurrage. Grain dealers know this, 
and refuse to bid on the grain until 
just before the board of trade clos- 
es, and when'they can buy at bar- 
gain prices. Furthermore there is a 
undertaking 
between^ commis- 


sionmen, in many crises, to sell/ to 
each other at rock bottom prices and 
then the broker buyer in turn sells 
to the miller tad gets the 5 to 30 
cents per bushel premiums that mill- 
ers offer the Wheat Growers Asso- 
ciations, not. being dependent on 
commissionmen to do the 
selling, 


having their own selling agencies at 
the, terminals, have turned the ta- 
bles. Seats on the hoard of trades 
at Minneapolis and Duluth have been 
secured by the Northwest 
Wheat 


Growers, associated, .which is the 
selling -agency -for associations 
in 


North 
Dakota, 
Montana, 
Idaho, 


Washington 'and Oregon. Samples of 
the co-operative wheat is placed on 
the .sales table in the Chamber of 
Commerce, the wheat having previ- 
ously been tested for gluten and the 
exact milling value determined. Grain 
dealers, who are looking for profits 
on the resale of wheat, fin'd this 
table poor pickings, for F. X. Jeklin 
who is in charge holds out for pre- 
mium prices, and if he doesn't get 
what he thinks he should, he throws 
the wheat into storage. 
However, 


millers bid freely and it often hap- 


pens that cooperative wheat tops the 
market day after day. The premiums 
on. Dark Northern No. 1 average 11 
cents over May, according to offi- 
cials, and premiums on all grades 
of Amber Durum average 11% cents. 
These premiums are all turned back 
to the grower less cost of market- 
ing, which will' hot amount to as 
much as- the bare commission charg- 
ed by the grain brokers. It.is esti- 
mated by the officials that the cost 
of marketing per bushel will be less 
than one cent. - 
- 


The cooperative movement has put 


new heart into the growers for- they 
sec the light of a new day, when the 
farmer can follow his wheat to the 
miller, get y, just and reasonable' 
price for his product,'and be able to 


continue to till his acres with the 
assurance that at the end of the 
year he will not be penalized by loss- 
es for toiling that the rest of the 
world may. be fed.

Many a valuable 
gardening hint may be secured by 
careful study of the sed or plant cat­ 
alog. 
In ordering seeds it is best not to 
depend too much on nuveiiies. 
Tiv 
a few each year, but place your main 
dependence on relii(^le and wen-tried 
varieties. 
Planting dates and cultural methods 
necessarily vary with the latitude in 
our great country. A catalog may I. 
published in New York, Philadelphia, 
Chicago or San Franci.sco, and circu­ 
lated in every state in the Union, but 
it would be quite impossible for ex­ 
plicit directions to be given as to the 
planting dates and cultural methods 


for every state in which it was circu­ 
lated. 
It is usual, therefore, for the 
instructions in the catalog to be giv­ 
en in somewhat genepal terms, and 
where dates are used they apply to 
the latitude in which the city of pub­ 
lication is located, and are subject to 
correction elsewhere. ^The gardener 
will soon learn how to do this, and 
will always supplement the catalog 
instructions by irtjrm ation from lo­ 
cal gardeners and the results of his 
own experience. 
To some extent variations in cli­ 
mate affects the character of many 
varieties of vegetables. This is espe­ 
cially true of California and the 
South; and should be taken into con- 
aiderdtion in selecting types. 
Vari­ 
eties which are successfully grown 


in your neighborhood will usually be 
safest to depend upon, though enter­ 
prising gardeners will always seek 
to enlarge this list by trying out new 
kinds and recording their results.

RUSSIA SOVIET 
OPPOSE CLAIM 
FOR SEIZURE 


London. 
Feb. 
15. — The 
British 
traw ler Magnéta, out of the Hul.', 
went nshing over a year ago in com­ 
pany with other veseels off the Mpr- 
man coast, 600 miles north of Pctro- 
grnd in the Arctic ocean. 
She car­ 
ril d a crew of 12 men. 
Early on the 
morning of December 31, 1922, when 
nine miles off shoiv, she was urrcsl 
ed by a Russian patrol vessel for 
fishing within territorial waters. The 
patrol took on board two of the Mag- 
neta’s crew as hostages, and sent 
two of her own n e n on board the 
traw ler to act as an armed guard. 
The .Magneto wa,; rompellud to head 
fo;' the port of .Murmansk, but a vio­ 
lent stofm arose -nnd the lisherm.an 
was wrecked on the beach nnd all o.l 
lio: I'd wore lost. 
There upon the British govertiment 
protested to the Soviet authorities. 
It advanced the argum ent that tbi 
Ic.is of the Magneto was due to her 
arrest, as other ve ;sels near hev, 
keeping to the open sea, rode out the 
storm sueessfully. 
The British pro­ 
tests have been fn vain, and the 
Soviet government has refused an.v 
guarantee that the 
incident would 
not be repeated, 'or to assume re- 
sponsihiuty for it. 
The claim pre­ 
sented to Russia amounts to $125,­ 
000. 
The unfortunate widows un,> 
families of 
the English , fishei-mei. 
who were drowned are reduced t i 
charity. 
- 
Russia replies that only Russian 
vessels may fis4i withiit 12 miles of 
the coast. 
This claim is contrary tu 
the general usage of the seas, and 
England refuses to recognize it. The 
Soviet 
govcrnmet.i's 
argument 
in­ 
volves the closing 
of some th ri. 
thousand miles 
of fishing grounds 
which are rarely fished by Bqspian 
vessels, and used <inly by NorWfgia.i 
nnd English vessels. 
Now the British government has 
sent an armed ship to the Murmai. 
coast to protect British trawlers. To 
reach this part of the Arctic Ocean 
the route 
is

1.400 milc.s 
north from England, then around th. 
North Cape to the eastward, and 300 
miles down to the ñshing grounds.
